Before a crowd of 2000 people 
Narberth's winning streak of six 
straight came to an abrupt end as 
Hilldale emerged victorious by a 13 
to 8 score in a slugfest on the play- 
ground Monday night.

But Weather is Not Exceptionally 
Warm Says Main Line Observer. 

When the thin red line crawled 
up to the 94 mark in Charles J. A. 
Decker's thermometer at Narberth 
Monday, the Main Line Weather 
Man mopped his brow and remark- 
ed, "This is the hottest day so far 
this year." 

But when Tuesday's high and 
low temperatures, respectively were 
recorded at only 83 and 69 degrees, 
Mr. Decker remarked that the 
weather this month is slightly 
warmer than normal. 

High and low temperatures for 
the only-slightly-warmer-than-nor- 
mal weather the Main Line has been 
experiencing the past week, are as 
follows : last Thursday, 87-67 ; Fri- 
day, 78-65; Saturday, 87-59; Sun- 
day, 92-64; Monday, 94-70; Tues- 
day, 83-69. Precipitation amounted 
to slightly over two inches during 
the week. 



All coatless and several in white 
trousers and knickers, the borough 
fathers met last Monday night at 
the .

The finance committee reported 
that an agreement had been made 
with the fire company, pending ac- 
ceptance by Council, for the use of 
the new Council chamber for two 
years, beginning July 1, 192S. The 
rental paid by Council will be $1600 
for this period and all borough ac- 
tivities will be housed for this sum. 
This arrangement was accepted by 
Council. Furniture is being pur- 
j chased from John Wanamaker for 
the Council chamber, which will 
doubtless be occupied by Council 
at the August meeting. 

It was disclosed by Burgess 
Henry A. Frye that Police Superin- 
tendent Smith, of the Lower Meri- 
on force, has arranged to install 
red lights on all police call boxes 
throughout the borough at a cost 
of $18 per year per light. These 
boxes will then be available for use 
in reporting fires. The five bor- 
ough boxes are located at the fol- 
lowing points: Haverford avenue, 
at the corner of the Narberth Ten- 
nis Club : Grove place. Chestnut 
and Woodside. Dudley .and Essex, 
and at the station opposite the post 
office. 

The Adjustment Board reported 
that the request of Mrs. Mary E. 
Brooks to rezone her property at 
109 N. Narberth avenue for busi- 
ness purposes had been refused, as 
it was felt there was no immediate 
need for such a move. An added 
recommendation was made that 
Council determine from* die bor- 
,ough solicitor the method to be pur- 
sued to amend the zoning ordinance. 

An unofficial report by R. F. 
Wood, of the Highway Committee, 
showed that the chances of getting 
county aid for Wynnewood road 
this year are slim. After a non- 
chalant inspection the county com- 
missioners were of the opinion that 
it would last a while longer, and 
that there were too many others 
anyway throughout the county re- 
quiring assistance. The committee, 
however, will file an authoritative 
estimate with the county authorities 
with the hope of standing well up 
on the list of beneficiaries for next 
year. 

That the county aid will not come 
through the merits of the case 
seems to be taken for granted, so 
it is probable that political pres- 
sure will be brought. 

The report of the building com- 
mittee shows that eight permits 
were issued during June for opera- 
tions amounting to $14,775, chiefly 
alterations and garages. The build- 
ing inspector reported 58 inspec- 
tions made during the month and 
seven completed operations. 

With business transacted in 
quick fashion the motion for ad- 
journment was made at 9.55

BEETLES INVADE 
MAIN LINE AGAIN 



Are Joined by 1 7- Year Cicada. 

Rains Delayed Annual 

Appearance. 

SPRAYING SUGGESTED 



Lower Merion and Narberth are 
again being invaded by thousands 
of Japanese beetles, and in addi- 
tion the first of the 17-year cicada, 
or locusts, are making their ap- 
pearance here. Delayed by the 
rainy weather in June, the beetles 
are decending by millions upon 
green things in this vicinity. A 
quarantine has been placed by the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture on Montgomery and 19 
other counties of Pennsylvania, 
and will continue until October 15. 

For the last few days great num- 
bers of the beetles have been re- 
ported in many Main Line dis- 
tricts and although the peak of 
their appearance is still a few 
weeks distant great caution is 
being taken at the present time to 
check the advance of the pests as 
much as possible. 

The first of the 17-year cicada, 
usually known as locusts, also are 
appearing in this section. Accord- 
ing to prediction, the cicadas will 
cover Eastern Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Maryland and Virginia, 
but, unlike the Japanese beetles, 
they are not exceptionally harm- 
ful. Observers state that taking of 
food is not a necessary feature of 
the cicada in its adult stage, and 
according to Government experts 
"the feeding habit is unusual and 
such food as they do take does not 
apparently harm the trees." 

Many authorities on beetles re- 
gard this as the cruical year for 
Philadelphia and vicinity and pri- 
vate individuals, along the Main 
Line are joining in the warfare by 
spraying their trees and shrub- 
bery. Many of the golf clubs have 
had their sod treated and some 
communities have united and pur- 
chased sprayers, which will be 
used in an attempt to check the 
pests. 

Many believe that more beetles 
than ever before will be found 
here this year, claiming that the 
invasion runs in cycles, the pests 
increasing yearly until the peak is 
reached and then slowly diminish- 
ing annually. This theory is 
strengthened somewhat by the 
fact that even now, several weeks 
before the peak period, thousands 
are already appearing. The gen- 
eral invasion is expected to be 
slightly later than in former years 
because of the recent rainy season.

Ranks Second 

Pennsylvania ranked second among 
the States in the number of hunters' 
licenses issued in 1927 and in the 
amount of revenue received, accord- 
ing to a compilation just announced 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The report shows more 
than 5,750,000 licenses to hunt, pro- 
ducing a revenue of $7,800,000 issued 
to the sportsmen of the United States 
and Alaska. New York State led with 
620,414 licenses and $822,415 revenue 
and Pennsylvania had 524,078 licenses 
and $649,549.10 in revenue. Ohio was 
third and was closely followed by 
Michigan and Washington.

Rumors that the Autocar Com- 
pany at Ardmore had laid off 200 
employees Saturday were denied by 
Robert Fellows Wood, Narberth, 
publicity manager of the truck 
manufacturing company, in an in- 
terview Wednesday. 

"So far as I know," he said, "they 
have no foundation. Of course we 
always have a labor turnover, with 
a few employees fired and others 
hired, every so often. But as for 
a large number being laid off — 
that's ridiculous. 

"We are operating on a five-day- 
a-week schedule, and our outlook 
for future business is very good. As 
a matter of fact, we have been un- 
able to keep up with the demand 
for the six-cylinder models, which 
were introduced this year. 

"Production in June was the 
largest in several years." 
Is Slump Abnormal? 

The Autocar Company is only 
one of several business houses on 
the Main Line about which reports 
of poor business conditions have 
circulated recently. Whether or 
not trade is subnormal has become 
a matter of conjecture almost as 
lively as that concerning the reasons 
for an alleged slump in business in 
general. 

That business is not so prosper- 
ous as it has been is the consensus 
of opinion along the Main Line, 
and everything from weather condi- 
tions to the Presidential election is 
blamed. 

The proprietor of a large Nar- 
berth bakery opines that unseason- 
able weather is the chief cause of 
poor trade conditions. 

"We've had summer weather in 
spring, cool weather in early sum- 
mer, showers and hot weather later 
on, and warm autumns and none- 
too-cold winters, until it has hurt," 
he declared. "The private con- 
sumer doesn't buy new straw hats 
and electric fans if early summer 
is not hot. and he is economical in 
buying clothes during extended 
rainy seasons, such as we had in 
June. Last month's cool weather 
hurt my ice cream business some- 
what, and it prevented many sales 
^>f electric fans and other summer 
goods from Main Line business 
men. 

"Multiply that condition all over 
the country and you find factories 
running on part time, employees 
taking less wages or going without 
jobs for months and a general let- 
down in prosperity. If we have an- 
other mild fall and winter, overcoat 
manufacturers and others in kin- 
dred lines will suffer again." 

When asked if weather conditions 
are not unseasonable almost every 
year during parts of the year, the 
baker was unable to see that that 
query had any bearing on the 
subject. 

"Back to Normal." 

"Yes, business is poor, but only 
comparatively so," was the opinion 
of an Ardmore business executive. 
"When we carp about poor condi 
tions we forget what they were be 
fore the war. When prices were 
high our scale of living went up, 
and now, as prices and wages come 
down, we find it hard to adjust our- 
selves to the lower level. 

"But after all business is not 
poor — many of us merely feel dis- 
satisfied that the flow of trade is 
only good and not at is war-time 
abnormal peak." 

Bad credit conditions are an ef 
feet and a cause of a certain slump 
in Main Line business, according to 
a Cymvyd bank official. "Individu- 
als buy cars and household luxuries 
that have become almost necessities 
such as electric refrigerators, wash- 
ers and other devices, and they sign 
judgment notes for them, which 
they, pay in installments over a pe- 
riod of time. 

"If payments are not made 
promptly the car or other purchase 
is seized. And that means private 
individuals pay for things that 
might be termed luxuries, while 
their local trades people are unable, 
because of friendly contact and in 
spite of polite dunning notices, to 
collect their bills." 

An Ardmore publisher is of the 
opinion that an increased tendency 
to buy this year's luxuries and ne- 
cessities with the income of next 
year and the year after, is a cause 
of a credit situation which has be- 
come noticeably tighter in the past 
year. 

"We take advantage of credit fa- 
cilities and charge accounts," he de- 
clared, "to purchase commodities 
now for which we will not be able 
to pay until later. In the mean- 
time, we figure, our income will 
continue mounting, just as it has 



since the war. But the peak has 
been reached and now only a re- 
trenchment all around will enable 
the private individual to pay his 
bills promptly, as they should be 
paid, and place him in a position 
ultimately where he will feel he can 
afford to buy more goods and pay 
for them promptly." 

According to many merchants 
there seems reason to believe that 
better conditions are in sight here. 
Lower Merion's June building total 
was the highest for the year, and 
exceeded that of June, 1927, by 
$749,119. Bank deposits continue 
mounting. Those of the Bala-Cyn- 
wyd National were $499,051.22 at 
close of business June 30, and were 
the highest in the history of the 
bank. Deposits in the Cymvyd 
branch of the Merion Title and 
Trust Company, longer established, 
topped the million mark in May for 
the first time in its history. Other 
Main Line banks are able to point 
with equal pride to increases in 
their deposits made by private indi- 
viduals and merchants in a reflec- 
tion of their prosperity. 



Goes After Grafters 

District Attorney Renninger has 
begun a crusade to rid Mont- 
gomery county of grafting con- 
stables and special officers and of 
complacent magistrates who assist 
in preying upon motorists on 
country roads. 

Disclosures that have followed 
the arrest recently of a constable 
trapped by State police, from 
whom he is said to have accepted 
$100 in marked bills, have con- 
vinced county officials that the 
practice of mulcting motorists is 
widespread. Thousands of dollars 
are being paid, it is said, by motor- 
ists anxious to "hush up" cases. 

The attention of the District At- 
torney's office is being directed to- 
ward a small army of constables 
and "special officers" who patrol 
numerous highways west and 
north of Lower Menage The 
minor officials receive no regular 
salaries, and are dependent for a 
living solely upon fees they col- 
lect. Most of them ride motor- 
cycles and wear uniforms which 
resemble those of State patrolmen.

Councilmen Visit Another 
Borough Library. 

Recently the member:! of the Bor- 
ough Council visited another borough 
in order to get pointers in reference 
to the furnishing of the Council room 
in the remodeled tire station. They 
were hospitably received by the offi- 
cers of that borough who escorted 
thfin about.

In the highway report presented to 
Council at their meeting last Monday 
night bv Robert Fellows Wood atten- 
tion is called to the additional collec- 
tions of ashes and rubbish throughout 
the borough. About forty property 
owners are in default on the sidewalk 
repairs, which will now be completed 
by the borough. The complete report 
follows: 

After allowing :i0 days to elapse, 
twice the legal time limit, this com- 
mittee has inspected all of the side- 
walks and curbs for which repair 
orders were served on June 1, and has 
instructed the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works to secure competitive bids 
on the cost of making the repairs for 
about 40 property owners who are in 
default. We shall award these jobs to 
the lowest bidder and proceed with the 
work during July. We recommend 
that the precedent of 1927 be followed 
and that when the bills for these de- 
faulted jobs are sent out they should, 
carry the notation that the 10 per cent, 
penalty, which the ordinance provides, 
may be subtracted in lieu of a cash 
discount, provided the bill is paid 
within 30 days from the date thereof. 

We recommend that a No. 2 city 
type inlet be installed at the northwest 
corner of Chestnut and Essex avenues 
at a total cost of not more than $75. 

We recommend that we be author- 
ized to require the public utility com- 
panies concerned to lower the location 
of their pipes near the intersection of 
Narberth and Haverford avenues, es- 
pecially gas and water pipes, so that 
we may be able to improve the intake 
and flowage of the inlets at the Cooper 
and Crane corners, so-called. We 
estimate that the borough expense in- 
volved in this work will not exceed 
$50. 

Experience this summer has indi- 
cated that the collections of ashes and 
rubbish are steadily increasing in 
volume. We recommend that in addi- 
tion to the monthly collections, previ- 
ously provided for, additional collec- 
tions should be made all over the bor- 
ough in the middle of July and the 
middle of August, but with the under- 
standing that this is a temporary and 
experimental procedure which need 
not serve as a precedent for another 
year. 

In addition we submit herewith and 
make a part of this report two letters 
summarizing the details of last 
month's work which were addressed to 
this committee by the Superintendent 
of Public Works on June 30.
